nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion in 1979 for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies 
in the following services /posts are published for general 
information : 

(i) Indian Foreign Seivice (B) — (Grade II of the 
Stenographers’ sub-cadrc); 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers' Service — 
Grade C (for inclusion in the select List of the 
Grade); 

(iii) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service — Grade 
C (for inclusion in the Select List of the Grade); 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
— Grade C; and 

(v) Posts of Stenographer in other departments /organi- 
sations and Attached Olfices of the Government of 
India not participating in the l.F.S. (B) /Railway 
Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/Central 
Secretariat Stenographers* Service /Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers’ Service. 

1. A candidate may apply for admission to the examination 
in respect of any one or more of the scrvices/posts mention- 
ed above. He may specify in his application as many of 
these Scrvices/posts as he may wish to be considered for. 

Note 1.— Candidates are required to specify clearly the 
order of preferences for the Services /posts, for which they 
wish to be considered. No request for alteration in the order 
of preferences for the Services /posts originally indicated by a 
candidate in his application would be considered unless such 
a request is received in the office of the Union Public Service 
Commission on or before the last date prescribed by the 
Commission for receipt of applications in their office* 

Note 2. — Some departments /offices of the Government of 
India making recruitment through this examination would 
require only English Stenographers; and appointments to 
posts of Stenographers in these departments/offices on the 
j'esulls of this examination will be made only from amongst 
those who are recommended by the Commission on the basis 
of the Written Test and Shorthand Tests in English (of 
para 4 of Appendix 1 to the Rules). 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results 
of the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. Reservations will be made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government.

Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix 1

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission* 

4. (1) A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 1st January 1962 with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Butina, Sri Lanka, East African coun- 
tries of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic of 
Tanzania, Zambia, Malawi, Zaire, Ethiopia and Viet- 
nam with the intention of permanently settling in 
India, 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), (c) 
(d) and (e) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of 
India. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories 
(b), (c) and .(d) above will not be eligible for appointment 
to the Indian Foreign Service (B) — (Grade II of the Steno- 
graphers Sub-Cadre). 

(2) A candidate in whose cose a certificate of eligibility 
is necessary may be admitted to the examination but the offer 
of appointment may hi given only after the necessary eligi- 
bility certificate has been issued to him by the Government 
of India. 

5. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe or is not a migrant from Kenya, Uganda

Provided that the above age relaxation will not be available

(x) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services Personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in 
a disturbed area and released as a consequence 
thereof and who belong to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes. 

(xi) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during Indo Pak hostilities of 1971 and re- 
leased as a consequence thereof; and 

(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force Personnel disabled In opera- 
tions during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and re- 
leased as a consequence thereof and who belong to 
the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes. 

(xlii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin (Indian 
Passport holder) as also a candidate holding emer- 
gency certificate issued to him by the Indian 
Embassy in Vietnam and who arrived in India from 
Vietnam not earlier than July 1975. 

(D) A candidate who exceeds the prescribed upper age 
limit on the crucial date viz., 1st January, 1979 and who was 
detained under the Maintenance of Internal Security Act or 
was arrested or imprisoned under the Defence and Internal 
Security of Indifr Act, 1971 or Rules thereunder during the 
period of Internal Emergency between 25-6-75 and 21-3-77 
on account of alleged political activities or association with 
erstwhile banned organisations and thus prevented from 
appearing at the examination while he was still within (he age- 
limits prescribed for admission to this examination will be 
eligible to appear at the examination subject to the following

is transferred to another post but retains lien on the nost 

from which he is transferred, will be eligible to be admitted 
to the examination, if otherwise eligible, 

7. Candidates must have passed the Matriculation examina^ 
tion of any University incorporated by an Act of the Central 
or State Legislature In India or an examination held by a 
State Education Board at the end of the Secondary School 
Course for the award of a School Lea vine. Secondary School, 
High School or any other Certificate which is accented by the 
Government of that State as equivalent to Matriculation 

certificate for entrv into services. 

Note 1.— A candidate who has appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him educationally qualified 
Tor the Commission’s examination hut has not been informed 
of the result as also the candidate who intends to appear at 
such a qualifying examination will NOT be eligible for ad- 
mission to the Commission’s examination. 
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Note 2, — In exceptional cases, the Commission may treat 
a candidate who has not any of the qualifications prescribed 
in this rule, as educationally qualified provided that he 
possesses qualifications, the standard of which, in the opinion 
of the Commission justifies his admission to the examina- 
tion. 

8. All candidates in Government service, whether in a per- 
manent or in temporary capacity or as work-charged emplo- 
yees, other than casual or daily rated employees, will be 
required to submit a ‘No Objection Certificate 1 from the Head 
of their Office /Department in accordance with the instruc- 
tions contained in para 2 of Annexurc to the Commissions 
Notice. 

9. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

10. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

11. Candidate must pay the fee prescribed in para 7 of 
the Commission's Notice. 

12. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission to be guilty of— 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any 
means, or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents 
which have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vl) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with hi3 candidature for the examina- 
tion, or 

(vii) using unfair means during the examination; or 

(vifi) writing irrelevant matter, including] obscene langu- 
age or pornographic matter, in the script(s); or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examination

(x) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff employed 
by the Commission for the conduct of their exami- 
nations; or 

(xi) attempting to commit or as the case may be abetting 
the commission of all or any of the acts specified 
in the foregoing clauses;

(b) To be debarred either permanently or for a specified

ed for inclusion! in the Select Lists of Grade C of the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers Service and Railway Board Secre- 
tariat Stenographers* Service upto the required number and 
for appointment upto the number of unreserved vacancies in 
other services/posts decided to be filled on the results of the 
examination, 


Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Sche- 
duled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general 
standard be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for inclusion in the 
Select List of Graded C of the Central Secretariat Steno- 
graphers’ Service /Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service and for appointment to vacancies in other Services/ 
posts irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the 
examination. 

14. Subject to other provisions contained in these Rules, 
due consideration will be riven, at the time of making 
appointments on the results of the examination, to the re- 
ferences expressed by a candidate for various Services/posts 
at the time of his application (cm col.

15. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result, 

16. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate having re- 
gard to his character and antecedents is suitable in all res- 
pects for the appointments to the Service /post. 

17. No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who having a spouse living has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person; 

shall be eligible for appointment to service 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule, 

18. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the ser- 
vice, A candidate who after such medical examination as 
may be prescribed by the competent authority is found not 
to satisfy these requirements, will not be appointed. Onlv 
such candidates as are likely to be considered for appoint^ 
ment will be medically examined. 

Note.— I n the case of disabled cx-Dcfencc Services person- 
nel, a certificate of fitness granted by tile Demobilisation

Subject : Grant of Petroleum Exploration Licence for R-Z 
structure (off-shore) area measuring 257,4 sq. 
kins. 

No. 12012/7/78-Prod. — In cxcricsc of the powers con- 
ferred by clause (i) of sub-rule (1) of rule 5 of the Petro- 
leum and Natural Gas Rules, 1959, the Central Government 
hereby grants to the Oil & Natural Gas Commission, Tel 
Bhavan, Dehradun (hereinafter referred to as Commission) 
a Petroleum Exploration Licence to prospect for Petroleum 
for one year from 25-1-1977 in R-2 structure (off-shore) 
area measuring 257.4 sq. kms. the particulars of which are 
given in Schedule W annexed hereto. 

The Grant of Licence is subject to the terms and condi- 
tions mentioned below : 

(a) The Exploration Licence should be in respect of 
Petroleum. 

(b) If any minerals are found during the exploration 
work, the Commission should bring that to the 
notice of the Central Government with full parti- 
culars thereof. 
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(c) Royalty at the rates mentioned below shall be 
charged : 

(i) Rs. 42/- per metric tonne or such rates as may 

be fixed by the Central Government from time 

to time on all crude oil and casing head con- 

densate. 

(ii) In case of natural gas, at such rates as may 

be fixed by the Central Government from time 

to time. 

The royalty shall be paid to the Pay & Accounts Officer, 
Department of Petroleum, Hew Delhi. 

(d) The Commission shall, within the first 30 days of 
every month, furnish to the Central Government, a 
full proper return showing the quantity nd gross 
value of all crude oil, casing head condensate and 
natural gas obtained during the preceeding month 
in pursuance of the licence. The return shall be 
in the form given in Schedule ‘B’ annexed here- 
to. 

(e) The Commission shall deposit a sum of Rs. 6000/- 
as security as required by rule 11 of the PNG 
Rules, 1959. 

(f) The Commission shall pay every year a fee in res- 
pect of the licence calculated at the following rates 
for each square Kilometer or part thereof covered 
by the licence : 

(i) Rs. 4/- for the first year of the licence; 

(ii) Rs, 20/- for the second year of the licence; 


(iii) Rs. 100/- for the third year of the licence; 

(iv) Rs. 200/- for the fourth year of the licence; 
and 

(v) Rs. 300/- for l he first and second years of 
renewal. 

(g) The Commission shall be a i liberty to. determine 
the relinquishing of any part of the area covered 
by the exploration licence by giving not less than 
two month’s notice in writing to the Central 
Government as required by sub-rule (3) of rule 11 
of the Petroleum and Natural Gas Rules, 1959. 

(h) The Commission shall immediately on demand sub- 
mit to the Central Government confidentially a full 
report of the geological data of all the minerals 
found during the exploration of oil and natural gas 
and shall submit without fail every six months the 
results of all operations, boring and exploration to 
the Central Government, 

(i) The Commission shall take preventive measures 
against the hazard of fire under sea bed and/or on 
the surface and shall keep such equipment, supplies 
and means to extinguish the fire at all times and 
shall pay such compensation to third party and/or 
Government as may be determined in case of 
damage due to the fire. 

(j) This exploration Licence shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of the Oil fields (Regulation and Develop- 
ment) Act, 1948 (53 of 1948) and the Petroleum 
and Natural Gas Rules, 1959.
